Naw Yaork-—The Britich steamuhip
Mauretanin, returning to the United
States with the first large body of
American overszoas troops, anchored
in Gravesend bay. She was met by
navy amd army tugs. will be
anchored at Hoboken.

The navy tug, it was reported, had
bean ordered to meeot the Mauretania
to bring ashore Admiral Henry T.
Mayo, commander of the Atlantic
flanl, who was returning from England
s A passenger. The army LUg, It was
aald. had orders to bring ashore an
army officer of high rank.

Air Service Units Aboard.

Aboard the Mauretania, ags announc-
ed recently by Gen. March, chiel of
staff, are several thousand members
of the alr service who were stationed
in England, The ship also carried o
number of easuals.

Whan the transport docks at Ho
boken, relatives and friends of those
aboard will not be allowed on the
pler, acoording to a recent announce-
ment by Brig. Geo. G. H. McManus,
embarkation officer at the port, who
added that to safeguard public health
the soldiers would be taken directly
to demobilization camps for physlcal
sxamination. Barracks at Camp Mills
bave been prepared for thelr recep-
tion.

Mayor John ¥, Hylan telographed
Hecretary Baher asking that troops
aboard the Mauretania be permitted
to parada of Fifth avenue. FPermis-
aion also wag asked to give a dinner
in honor «. returning officers.

Anxious to Welcome Men.

In his telegram the mayor pointed
out that “the people of the City of
New York are most anxjous to wel
come the troops,” and that “the
mayor's commiltée of welcome and
<ity officlala have been walting to
meect the Mauretania at Ambrose
channel™

Battery park was crowded all day
with persons eager to catch a glimpse
of the vesse]l bringing back to these
shores the vanguard of the great army
which America sent overseas. De-
spite reports that the transport would
not reach port until late, the crowd
stuck to thelr posta until darkness.

It was announced that when the
Mauretanla and other homecoming
transportg reach their docks they will
be mot my n corps of Knights of Co-
lumbus secretaries, who will dis-
tribute among the troops thousands
of "I'm Bafe and Sound” cards which
the mon can address to thelr friends
and relatives. Later the secretaries
will colloct And maf] the cards, which
are already stamped,

Mayor's Party Visits Men.

Tha mayor's commitles of welcome
made a trip down the bay on the
flagship of the police department fleet
and elrcled the Mauretania. Members
of the party were not at first allowed
aboard the transport and so they used
megaphones and wireless apparatus to
convay the greetings of New York to
the returning soldiers, but later a
gang plant was shoved out and the
clvillans serambled aboard.

As the police boat's searchlight
played on the Mauretania’s decks men
and officers could be seen crowding
to the rall ag they shonted greetinge
in return. Back across the water in
raply to the welcomo soon came such
querles as “"When do we eat?” and
“Has the state gone dry yet?"

Bavaria Breaks Off Diplomatic Rela-
tions With Berlin “Reds"—Aus-
tria to Punish Leaders.
London, Nov, 80—Twenty-one Brit-
Ish submarines are reported to have
passed the Skaw In n southerly diree-
tlon. A Britigh fleet Is néar the Skag-
ernk ready to proceed to Kiel
The Bkaw, or Cape Skngen, 18 the
northern extremity of the Isle of Jut-
land, off which the grent sea buttle
waus fought May 81 and June 1, 1916,
The Skagerak Is an arm of the North
sen between Norway and Jutland. Tt
is part of the channel connecting the
North und Baltle sens.
Copenhagen, Nov, 80.—The republie
of Bavarin has broken diplomatic re
Intions with Berlin “becaunse of the
contlnuation of the decelt of the peo-
ple by the Berlin government."

The break has been threntening for
doys. At the federnl confereénce In
Berlin early this week Kurt Elsner,
Bavarian president, openly foreshad-
owed it, He demanded the immeodinte
ousting of Dr. Mathias Erzberger nnil
Dr. W. 8, Solf, whom he accused of
trying to continue Prussian lmperial-
istle policles,

At a soviet meeting at Berlin Minis-
ter Barth declared the counter-revoiu-
tlonary movement was In full swing.
Severnl generals, he sald, had issued
proclnmations In an attempt to dis-
solve the soviets.

Bavaria now looms ns the snecessor
to Prussin as the dominant power in
Germany. She Is assured of the sup-
port of virtually all the new German
Austrinn republic. The attitude of the
northern states Is ohscure. Prussia,
where the soviets are most influential,
I8 threatened with complete Isolation.

The Vienna governmment has ofli-
cinlly announced (s Intention to
bring to trinl all statesmen and gen-
ernls responsible for the war, “re-
gnrdless of rank.” The Bavarinn gov-
ernment demands the same thing In
Germany,

GERMANY MUST PAY

PLE, SAYS LLOYD GEORGE.

Enemy Will Have to Settle to Limit of

Her Capacity for Devasta-

tion of War,

London, Dee. 2 ~Germany must
pay a war indemnity up to her capue-
ity, Premier Lloyd George aunounced
in an oddress at Neweastle-on-Tyne.
At the same time Mr, Lloyd George de-
clared there would be a “sternly just
peace.”
As to indemnities, the prime minis-
ter sald: “The principle alwnys “ns
been that the loser must pay. That 1s
the principle we should now proceed
upon regarding Germany. She must
pay the cost up to her capacity.”

The premier indiented that he favors
punishment for the kulser when he
sald:

"We shouldd 0 act now that men in
the future, when they are tempted to
follow the example of the German rul-
ers, wonld know what is awalting them
in the end.”

When the premier referred to the
“responsibility for the war,” he wns
Interrupted by eriles of : “The kuaiser,
the kalser,” and when he referred to
the violutions of Internatlonal law
there were shouts of: “Hung the kal-
ser! Shoot Blm I followed by cheers,

Mr. Lloyd George continued ; *Is no-
body to be punished for the c¢rimes of
the war? 1 mean to see that the men
who mistrented our prisoners shull be
mude responsible. But 1 do not want
when the war Is over to pursae any
polley of vengennce,”

The premier declared that the Ger
mun sumbarine pirates must recelve
punishment for their crimes, adding:

“As to the culpability of the authors
of the war, we mean to make an In-
vestigation, and it will be conducted
In o manner perfectly fale, but stern.
It will go to the final reckoning, too.

“Whoever devastated the lunds of
unother ought to Ye responsibie. If
nope I8 made responsible for the war
whic¢h has mken the lives of millions,
there Is one Justice for the poor and
wretched  eriminul and another for
kings and empervors,”

“In every court of jJustice in
world,” Mr. Lloyd George went
“the purty that hag lost bears the
of the lHtlgntlon, Thls Is equally true
between nntlons, Even Germany,
when she defeated France, established
that principle. There Is no doubt that
the principle s a right ove, Proceed-
g upon this prineiple Germany must
puy the cost of the war to the limit of
lier capucity und I must now utter
winrning that we have to consider the
question of her cupuelty.”
